Advice to fruit growers on spray­ 
ing their peach and apple orchards 
was sent out today in a letter from 
County Agent Frank 8. Zettle. The! 
peach letter states: 
“European fruit leeanium scales 
are hatched. To prevent blackened j 
peaches at harvest time this spray 
m ast be applied soon, and a t-hor- 
oueh coverage is necessary. Mites 
are abundant on inside center of; 
trees in some orchards. Except for 
orchards where blossom blight oc­ 
curred. there is very little brown rot. 
"Scab 
is a threat during 
wet 
weather. Powdery mildew is appear­ 
ing on the green peaches in some 
orchards where sulfur is not used ; 
Spray protection is needed to pre­ 
vent any increase in brow n rot and 
scab. 
“Apply spray within the next five 
to 
seven 
days, 
especially 
where 
European fruit leeanium scale is 
present.” 
Spray For Apples

letter states: 
“Coddling moth larvae are still en-

orchards.

orchards and can increase rapidly 
; in hot weather. Green apple aphids 
are showing on w ater-spout growth 
in most orchard?;, 
“Apple maggot is becoming active 
in orchards with 
an 
infestation. 
Powdery mildew has been on the 
increase in most orchards, and in 
some orchards Is becoming severe. 
1. . . Drab in most orchards is pre­ 
sent in small amounts, and has not 
been increasing to any extent. The 
amount of captan is reduced in this 
spray for orchards where scab is 
not a problem. 
“Do not allow more than ten or 
twelve days to elapse between this 
spray and your last application. Do 
not apply spray on early summer

frigerated trucks, or the advantage 
is lost.” 
He estimated the cast of hydro- 
cooling at 32 cents a bushel with 
the smaller unit, and at 25 cents a 
bushel with the larger. He said that 
this process, to be profitable, must 
be used on at least 5,000 bushels an ­ 
nually. "I don’t think we should all 
run out and get into the cooling 
business,” he said. "But it s one of 
the things we as growers should be 
thinking about.” 
Donaldson began his talk with a ( 
statem ent th a t there is "too much 
emphasis 
on 
marketing 
as

: cure for all our agricultural prob­ 
lems. But lf some people over­ 
emphasize it, you as growers, don’t 
I put enough emphasis on marketing.

Kirby, the disease specialist, gave 
the latest inform ation on the cherry, 
apple and peach crops. He called 
the current sour cherry crop "one 
of the best, from the disease stand­ 
point.” He sail th a t the cherries so 
far have been free of brown rot, but 
that thn-e is “more mildew In the 
orchards than we like,” and spoke 
of the advantages of some spray 
combinations over others In com­ 
batting this. He told the growers to 
get 
Bordeau, 
their 
after-harvest 
spray, put on as soon as possible. 
On apples, Kirby said th at mildew 
has been found on Staym ans this 
year, although they ar# listed as 
mildew-resistant. 
“Scab Is 
under 
better control in most orchards than 
It has been the past few years . . . 
but lf we have a spell of wet weath­ 
er, watch out for scab In storage " 
Turning to peaches, he said that 
mildew ha* been found on the fruit 
this year, for the first time on rec­ 
ord In Pennsylvania. 
He urged the 
use of sulphur as a spray to check It. 
stating that Captain had proven leas 
effective.

Illustrating the various 
peach diseases. 
Pepper, the insect specialist, urged 
a lead arsenate spray to protect the

Zephaniah 3:1-5; 14-20 
Xey Verse 
Le* the nations be 
glad and sing for Joy, for thou 
dost Judge the peoples with equity 
and guide the na’ion* upon earth. 
Psalm ST 4 
The true prophets of God had an 
unpleasant ta>fc to perform in the 
years of Judah's decline. A young 
prophe* of noble lineage by the 
name of Zephaniah shared this re­ 
sponsibility during Josiah s reign. 
He shared the same relationship 
to Hezekiah as the courageous King 
Jo®.ah, for the roble ruler of a 
century before was the great-great- 
grandfather of both king and proph­ 
et. 
Undoubtedly, 
it 
wa* 
Zepha­ 
niah who fielded influence Josiah 
during h.s re.gn 
Zephamah's written prophecy ap­ 
peared about 626 B C. and it was 
the first to stir ‘he people since 
the days of Isaiah The prophet’s 
name means "The Lord has hid" 


I which is expressive of his m essage 
As he says in his own book <Zep. 
2:3>, ‘ Seek righteousness, seek hu­ 
mility; perhaps you m ay be hidden 
on the day of the w rath of the 
Lord." His prophecy about God's 
judgm ent on the 
land of Judah 
was the inspiration of the m edieval 
hymn known as "D ay of Wrath! 
That Day of M ourning" or, in the 
original Latin, 
"D ies 
Irae, 
Dies 
DU," 
This prophet, living at the close 
of the history of 
the Southern 
Kingdom, had tim opportunity of 
observing his nation’s rise and fall 
through four centuries 
He could 
see how God had struggled to hold 
His chosen peop> to the true re- 
| hg;on and how just w ere His judg­ 
ments Consequently, the two ma­ 
jor themes in his book are: (I) 
That a sinning nation cannot avoid 
Gods judgment; m d (2> that God 
has mercy for the remnant w'ho 
1 repent and seek K-s love and for­ 


giveness 
The first reiterates the 
stubborn resistance of Jerusalem 
Hie seat of Hie prophet* and a 
city of great rellg.ous prestige and 
opportunity. According to the ac­ 
count, "She listens to no voice " 
Probably unbelief and utter indif­ 
ference are the worst sins, 
4 list of transgressions are given 
In quick order: "Her officials within 
her are roaring lions;’* "her Judges 
are evening wolves:’’ "her proph­ 
ets are 
wanton, faithless 
men;” 
"her priests profane what is sa­ 
cred ” How* could a nation survive 
with such debased leaders? The 
xo.ee 
of the 
prophet 
woos 
the 
w .eked 
city 
with 
these 
words: 
The Lord ha* taken away the 
judgments again** you, he has cast 
oui / our enemies. The King of Ls- 
raal, the Lord, Is in your midst; 
you shall fear evil no more. . . . 
He will renew you in his love, , . 
At this point tile prophe: a mood 
changes to one of joy over God s 
promised deliverance to the faith- 
ful remnant. God waits; He is "in 
their midst." Herein lies the mis­ 
sion of the Savior — the great De­ 
liverer of all time Zephaniah does 
not despair. There s hope for those 
who accept G ods judgment and 
subsequent captivity in a fore gn 


land. There will be a chance to re­ 
turn to the homeland if they are 
truly repentant These were brave 
prophecies In the center of nation­ 
al rum! Would the people believe 
and repent? 
But Zephaniah was a realist He 
knew that relatively few would re­ 
turn to God after years of exile 
Lt suffering he hoped the people 
would open their hearts and be 
healed God is bot1, just and merci­ 
ful. He restored Manasseh when 
he humbled himself. 
Zephaniah, 
nmth of the mino- prophets, dwelt 
on the "saving rem nant" like the 
major prophet.* J.1 auh, Jerem iah 
and Ezekiel. His book deserves the 
title "G ods Wrath,” but it closes 
with a roseate hue of dawn fol­ 
lowing the night of storm and stress

Above and beyond this imme­ 
diate hope of Justice and merci 
was the wonderful hope for Israel 
and the whole wor d in the promise 
of a Messiah who would come to 
redeem mankind What more could 
Gods prophets of h r to a wayward 
I nation11 
Some believe that possibly Zeph­ 
aniah 
delivered 
his 
prophecies 
before Josiah beg,.n his great re­ 
ligious reforms A* least he enjoyed 
friendly relations with the reign­ 


ing m onarch. Our responsibility as 
Christians is to so influence our 
own nation so tho: its lei dei.* will 
not be corrupt, and Mw, It will dis- 
card its m odern idols of money, 
power, and prestige.
